General Fright stressed the fact that his remarks before the Committee 
were made in the strictest confidence and that he assured that nothing that 
teas said would be mentioned outside the Committee room. Mr. Sberstarit assured 
General Wright that his wishes would be complied with and that he could sneak 
with complete frankness and confidence. 

General Wright discussed in detail the organisation,, functions, and one ration® 
of the Office of Special Operations of CIA which deals with all of the organised 
espionage and counterespionage activities of this country, outside the United 
States and its possessions, Because of the nature of its activities 060 ton a 
considerable degree of autonomy. 

General Wright stated that the work of 050 receives entirely too much 

publicity, aest of it bad. Publicity in connection with the activities of CIA 

p reate s the impression that most of the information obtained by it is collected 

clandestinely. This ie not soj at least 75 % comes from overt sources which are 

generally available, about 15$ is collected by clandestine or sesd-clandestine 

means, about 5 % exists only in the minds of the top men in tire target countries, 

and an additional 5$ defies collection. The quality and value of the 155 collected 

clandestinely averages higher than that of the intelligence collected overtly* 

The job of OS0 ie being conducted under pressure and the activities of the 

organisation were start®! may years after similar organisations wrre underway 

in other countries . The job confronted by it is one which cannot be accomplished 
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overnight. The Office is asking i,ooA progress but has by no mean* re*.»ad tfcs 
peak of efficlensy a® ystj it might take at laast five years to do no. i'or 
example, it take* fourteen to eighteen aontha before a man selected for sei^rioe 
in 030 can or dinarily beooae productive. Investigation of the man*s .Loyalty, 
habits, discretion, personal attributes, academic background, and rur.om other 
factors, both personal and environmental, wy take fro® four to six -ratfctu 
The period of training usually takes from six to ten sontha additional, depend- 
ing upon the nature of toe activities to be undertaken. From two to three months 
axe required for preparing tha eovmr^jp arrangements under which he will operate. 
A few Months additional ere required to get the man established and to opes up 


his communications. 

General Wright stated that at the close of the mar OSS mas ostensibly 
li quidated in principle and on paper, one of the purposes of the liquidation 
being to eliminate from its field of operations the services of aoi j^reoas who 
were deemed not well qxmlified to continue such activities. The ostensible 


liquidation ho w e v er was by no means conplete in fact and many cape pertxaaa 
ware retained to aenre ee * nucleus for the continued operations of the functions 
previously ooniueted by OSS. At the close of the war the servioes of many persons 
whom it would have been desirable to retain were lost because of tueir return 

to their private positions and professions. 

General Wright illustrated the high quality o f the personnel occupying the 

impotent positions of Station Chiefs by describing

So far as its success to date is concerned. General Wright stated that the

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A passion for anonymity is essential. It is impossible for 030 to mfnts 
pnblia attacks on it and publio stress on its failures, or to point to its 
successes* It *nust bow to criticism since answers to criticism or stress upon 
ita successes would involve a large amount of danger to the lives of Anar loan 
citigens and sitisena of foreign nations and would jeopardise the future 
success of ita activities. Our successes clearly exceed our failure* although 
the latter receive all of the attention. There must always be acre failures 
connected with activities sued: as those conducted by 030. 

To illustrate the accomplishments of 030, General Wright read a number 
of letters fro» the Army, foreign go vernm ent a, the Havy, miscellaneous government 
agencies, and our own embassadors, -consuls and attaches, indicating appreciation 
of the services rendered them by 030. o&3 serves all of the departments and 

agencies of the government, not merely CIA, 

In the conduct of its operations during the past three years si has been 

guided by the operations, successes and failures of similar foreign organisations . 

We have advanced rapidly in the field covered by 030. In the opinion of General 

Wright we now have an espionage and counter-espionage system surpaus^d by no 
wnfUA' 

country in the msjt, (except Russia) even though our system is far fn*» perfect. 
General Wright pointed out that the freedom w hic h which Russians, particularly 
on diploinaiic missions, enter the United States and the restrictions governing 
the entrance of United States citizens into Russia clearly siapli fr Russia's 
er-sjionag# problems as ownpared with our own. General Wright feels that the 
personnel of 030 as a group is much more experienced in the field of clandestine 
operations then is any other group of Americans and that there is uo other group 
which could conduct its activities so successfully. He feels it essential that 
the clandestine collection of intelligence be centralized .

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In the conduct of the operations of 030 a hi*h degree of oollaxiration with 
the FBI is called for and it exists In fact. QUO is not engaged in the field of 
domestic Gorarunistic activities} this is a function of the FBI* I* natal Wright 
siraaierised his remarks by stating that the nation has due cause to oe proud 
of its clandestine intelligence system, that more time is needed for its full 
fruition, that a maxim® freedom from publicity- is desirable, that the screening 
of its personnel is extremely thorough, that there will always be failures from 
time to time, and that successes cannot be publicised in the way that failures 


unfortunately are* 

In response to a qu stion from Dr. Middlebuah, General Wright described 
the sequence of events that would take place in the operations of 060 in a 
hypoth e ti cal case. If the Navy wants knowledge concerning a particular area, 
it «*»*■»<" a broad request which comes to the office of Collection and Biasesiimtion 
in CIA, That Office determines whether the information is already available here* 
If it is not available, the request is surveyed to see whether the information 
can be obtained by overt methods. If so, the request is turned over to whoever 
can beat get the overt information. If the information 13 not fbrthcoming by 
overt methods, the request is given V 030 for Investigation. 

In response to questions from Mr. Baldwin, General Wright stated that 
as an assistance to it in the conduct of its operations 01a baa ham'. edge of 
moat of the plans of the various government agencies and departments with the 


exception of top mili tary and diplomatic plans. He regards this eitriation as 

de sir able although in specific cases CIA may need further information if it is 

to do its job successfully, 0IA feels that It either knows enough* or is able 

to get enough, to eimble it to carry out its work efficiently and affectively. 

The security problem is an extremely important one , particularly vJere top military 

or diplinaitic plans are concerned. In response to further questions from J4r. 
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Baldwin, General Wright stated that in time of war w»h of what is 4«n« by Gil 
should probably b» turned over to the ailitary departments. He dees oot regard 
it as necessary or desirable for the Director of CIA to sit with «f€3 in time of 
po&oe, He regards the organisational framework of our present lute iligeno# system 
as sound* Changes are being made all the tine In the direction ©i economy and 
efficiency, although a good deal acre tine will be needed to perfect the systeei# 
The sane io true of the intelligence systems of the ailitary department?* and 
other goverraeat agencies* The coordination of CIA, Army, Ifevy, aid, the .State 
Department on Intelligence is good today. A special Mil was introduced in 
Congress which would permit CIA to do certain things by statute which it is now 
doing In practice. Such natters relate primarily to questions of personnel, 
administration, and the handling of funds. General Wright ho pea that tee bill 
will pass at the newt session of Congress and he knows of no important opposition 


to it. 

In response to questions fiw. Dr. Allen, General Wright indi (sited his oeiiei 

that CIA should be under BSC rather than under the President. Relationship# 

of CIA with the services ere important and, so far as the people In key positions 

are concerned, are good. There have been difficulties in some esses at the lower 

working levels largely because of lack of knowledge on the part of those involved 

of their relative spheres of interest and jurisdiction, and also because of a 

natural

The 
Mrector of CIA ia responsible for long range planning of intelligence activities* 
This planning is handled by the Intelligence Advisory Committee and i a om of its 
no at important functions* 


in response to questions from Mr. Efosrstadt, General Wright indicated that 
the Intelligency Advisory Committee is a strong, aggressive group whi ah meets 
frequently and that any statement that it meets rarely would seem to be la error. 
(It was Indicated in subsequent testimony by other witnesses that formal meetings 
of IAC are not frequent but that its members meet and oonault with om an ther 
almost daily on matters of importance. Failure to make & sharp distinction between 
formal and informal meetings of the members seems to be responsible for some con- 
fusion on the question of the frequency of meetings.) 

In response to a question from Sr. Baldwin, General Wright atatrd that CIA 
has responsibility for interrogating foreigners coming here in cases who re 
intelligence information may be forthcoming. 

In response to questions from Mr. McCloy, General Wright stated that the 
activities of CIA do not yet have the coverage which they are ultimately expected 


to have, although the ire sent coverage is much wider than generally Inowtu Tns 
chief limitation is the difficulty of getting the proper people to do the jobs 
that have to be done. In this respect the chief limitation is one of time, not 
money. CIA has all the iso nay that it can use effectively

Central ».ri {y ht sees certain advantages in having a military aan at trie head of 
CIA since such a nan has closer ties with the needs of the silitary services. 

-A -H'ttiiitepy -servlets r A military head would also be less susceptible to iclitioal 
influence, tbs head of GIA does not have to be an intelligence amort, "whatever 
that is," but must be an organise r and an executive and have the necessary 
contacts* The dispersion of the operations of CIA in Washington is desirable. 

In response to questions from Mr. Cowles, General Wright stated that 3A1IAG0 
decides, froa the staid point of general policy, what intelligence ^nfo ration 
should be given to friendly foreign powers. In particular practical instances 
OIA frequently decides shat information should thus be made available and it Is 
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
